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WORLD  LARD  PRODUCTION  CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 

AND  TRADE,  1969 


Summary 

World  production  of  lard  in  1969  was  estimated  at  7,554  million 
pounds — down  2.7  percent  from  the  7,762  million  produced  in  1968 
Total  exports  dropped  to  909  million  pounds  from  921  million  for 
the  previous  year.     Current  prospects  for  1970  indicate  gains  in 
both  production  and  trade  from  last  year. 

Production 


World  lard  production  in  1969  in  the  major  producing  countries  was 
estimated  at  7,554  million  pounds — down  2.7  percent  from  the  7,762 
million  produced  in  1968  but  still  2.6  percent  above  the  1961-65 
annual  average  of  7,365  million 

Production  declines  in  the  United  States,  European  Community  (EC), 
Canada,  Japan,  Brazil,  Denmark,  Sweden,  Bulgaria,  Hungary,  Czechoslo- 
vakia, and  Yugoslavia  offset  the  small  gains  recorded  for  East  Germany, 
Poland,  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  Philippines,  Austria,  Switzerland, 
and  the  United  Kingdom.     Lard  production  in  most  countries,  except  the 
United  States,  continues  to  show  larger  percentage  increases  than  pork 
production,  indicating  heavier  market  weights  and  closer  trimming  of 
wholesale  cuts.     The  smaller  percentage  gain  in  lard  production  com- 
pared with  pork  production  in  the  United  States  is  indicative  of  the 
continued  trend  of  increasing  average  yield  per  animal. 


Lard  production  in  North  America  was  down  almost  7  percent.     The  declines 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada  more  than  offset  the  small  gain  recorded 
for  Mexico.     Production  in  the  United  States  totaled  1,904  million  pounds, 
compared  with  2,062  million  produced  in  1968.     Production  in  Canada  dropped 
to  125  million  pounds  from  130  million  for  1968,  while  output  in  Mexico 
rose  to  115  million  from  114  million  for  the  previous  year. 

European  lard  production  was  estimated  at  2,888  million  pounds,  or  down  1.6 
percent  from  the  1968  level  of  2,934  million.     EC — particularly  France  and 
West  Germany — Denmark,  and  Sweden  accounted  for  the  drop  in  Western  Europe 
while  Bulgaria,  Czechoslovakia,  Hungary,  and  Yugoslavia  more  than  offset 
gains  recorded  in  Poland  and  East  Germany  for  Eastern  Europe.  Production 
in  the  USSR  approximated  the  1968  figure  of  1,690  million  pounds. 

Production  declines  in  both  Brazil  and  Peru  caused  the  drop  recorded  for 
South  America.     Japan  caused  the  decline  in  Asia  which  offset  the  gain 
recorded  for  the  Philippines.     Larger  production  in  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  accounted  for  the  gain  in  Africa  while  New  Zealand  accounted 
for  the  increase  in  Oceania. 

World  lard  production  for  1970  is  expected  to  show  a  slight  increase  over 
1969.     Small  gains  for  the  EC,  Eastern  Europe,  and  the  USSR  are  expected 
to  offset  the  further  decline  in  production  currently  forecast  for  the 
United  States. 

Trade 

Lard  exports  from  the  major  producing  countries  last  year  dropped  to  909 
million  pounds  from  921  million  for  1968.     Smaller  exports  from  the  USSR, 
the  Netherlands,  France,  Italy,  Romania,  and  Denmark  accounted  for  the 
decline.     Countries  recording  significant  gains  from  1968  included  the 
United  States  and  Belgium. 

The  United  States  recaptured  its  lead  as  the  world's  largest  exporter 
of  lard  again  in  1969.  The  USSR  was  the  largest  exporter  in  1968  and 
ranked  second  in  1969.  The  United  States  exports  last  year  totaled 
261  million  pounds,  compared  with  175  million  in  1968  and  the  1961-65 
annual  average  of  462  million.  The  USSR's  exports  dropped  to  141  million 
pounds  in  1969  from  213  million  for  1968  but  were  still  substantially 
above  the  1961-65  annual  average  of  48  million. 

U.S.   Share  Turns  Upward.     After  declining  steadily  for  four  years,  the 
U.S.  share  of  world  exports  rose  to  29  percent  from  19  percent  for  1968 
but  was  still  significantly  below  the  1961-65  annual  average  of  54  per- 
cent.    The  export  payment  program  on  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom 
brought  about  this  reversal.     The  rate  of  payment  was  2  cents  per  pound 
through  August  15,  1969,  and  then  was  dropped  to  1  cent  per  pound,  which 
has  remained  unchanged  through  mid-1970.     The  program  was  initiated  in 
December  1968  only  after  bilateral  consultations  with  the  EC  failed  and 
the  United  Kingdom  refused  to  apply  countervailing  duties  against  the  EC. 
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EC  lard  exports  to  third  countries  in  1969  dropped  to  275  million  pounds 
from  the  1968  high  of  308  million.     Smaller  shipments  to  the  United 
Kingdom  accounted  for  most  of  the  decline  caused  by  the  significant 
reduction  in  export  supplies — domestic  and  refined  foreign.     This  short 
supply  situation  caused  the  EC  to  lower  its  subsidy  rate  from  the 
quivalent  of  3.35  U.S.  cents  per  pound  effective  on  May  28,  1968  to 
2.95  cents  on  August  1,  1969,  2.49  cents  on  November  1,  1969,  and  2.27 
cents  on  February  1,  1970. 

Lard  exports  in  1969  from  Eastern  Europe — Bulgaria,  Poland,  and  Romania — 
totaled  66  million  pounds,  compared  with  64  million  in  1968,  122  million 
in  1967,  and  136  million  in  1966.     Poland's  exports  declined  from  60 
million  pounds  in  1966  to  almost  nil  in  both  1968  and  1969.     Also,  exports 
from  the  USSR  dropped  to  141  million  pounds  in  1969  from  213  million  in 
1968. 

World  Imports  Down  Slightly.     Lard  imports  by  the  world's  principal 
importers  in  1969  totaled  809  million  pounds,  down  almost  5  percent  from 
the  848  million  in  1968.     The  United  Kingdom  continued  to  be  the  world's 
largest  importer  and  still  accounts  for  about  one-half  of  the  total 
imports.     Cuba  ranked  second,  followed  by  Belgium,  Mexico,  the  Netherlands, 
Canada,  and  South  Korea.     These  seven  countries  accounted  for  about  80 
percent  of  total  world  imports  last  year. 

U.K.  imports  in  1969  totaled  393  million  pounds,  compared  with  427  million 
in  1968.     The  decline  is  attributed  to  the  drop  in  demand  for  direct  con- 
sumption— down  from  the  1968  high  of  391  million  pounds  to  379  million 
in  1969.     Simultaneously,  the  demand  for  lard  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
margarine  and  compound  fats  continued  to  decline,  being  supplanted  by 
lower  priced  substitutes.     Use  of  lard  in  the  manufacture  of  margarine 
and  compound  fats  declined  from  the  1964  high  of  258  million  pounds  to 
40  million  in  1969  and  is  likely  to  approximate  only  25  to  30  million 
in  1970. 

The  U.S.  share  of  the  British  market  in  1969  reversed  its  steady  down- 
ward trend  of  the  last  few  years,  rising  from  29.0  percent  in  1968  to 
45  percent  in  1969,  but  was  still  considerably  below  the  1964  high  of 
89  percent.     The  export  payment  was  the  prime  factor  in  aiding  to 
recapture  a  part  of  our  fair  share  of  the  British  market  last  year.  It 
is  probable  that  the  U.S.  share  will  exceed  50  percent  during  1970 — still 
far  short  of  the  77  percent  for  the  1961-65  period. 

Outlook  for  Trade.     World  trade  in  lard  during  1970  is  expected  to  show  a 
small  gain  over  that  in  1969  because  of  larger  export  availabilities 
during  the  last  half  of  1970.     Supplies  available  for  export  during  the 
first  half  were  tight  and  are  expected  to  ease  moderately  during  the 
last  half  as  hog  slaughter  increases,  accompanied  with  some  weakening 
in  market  prices  for  lard.
